I desire to call the attention of my readers to the chart 
published herewith which gives the long-time champions 
n each of the age classes of the seven breeds that 
maintain an advanced register of dairy production— 
Holstein, Jersey, Guernsey, Ayrshire, Brown Swiss and Red 
Polled—for both butter and milk all records’ being 

iven in pounds of butter computed on the 80 per cent fat 

basis. Note that in each class, the leader by a comfortable 
nargin is a Holstein, the closest contest being in the senior 
{-vear-old class where the Jersey champion falls a little 
over five pounds short of the production of the Holstein 
champion. Among the Holsteins, we find the only 1500-lb. 
cow; also the only heifers above 1300 Ibs. butter—two of 
the Holstein heifer champions crossing the 1300-lb. mark 
by a good margin—also the only 1200-lb. 2-year-old. When 
we come to average the class champions of the various 
breeds, we find that the seven Holstein champions of all 
uges average more than any heifer of any other breed has 
ever produced at any age under five years. 

From a standpoint of milk production, the Holstein, as 
is well known, is in a class by herself. There is at least 
one Holstein in every age class except the junior 2-year- 
old that has produced more than any other animal of any 
other breed at any age: and the junior 2-year-old Holstein 
champion has only been beaten for milk production by one 
other animal of another breed—a mature Ayrshire. 

Only one cow of any breed except the Holstein has 
ever produced 25000 Ibs. milk in a year, being the 
Ayrshire, Garclaugh May Mischief, while at least 120 Hol- 
steins have already been officially reported with a_ pro- 
duction of 25000 ibs. or over, the number including two 2- 
vear-olds, 11 3-year-olds, and any number of 4-vear-olds. 

As the supremacy of the Holstein cow as a milk pro- 
ducer is pretty firmly established in the minds of everyone, 
we will confine our attention mostly in this story to a 
comparison upon the standpoint of butter production. 
Taking the ten leading butter producers of each breed, we 
find them to average as follows:

| regret very much that I was unable to secure the list 
of the ten greatest producers of the milking Short Horn 
and Red Polled breeds in time for use with this article. 
We find that there are four Holsteins including a junior 
5-year-old, and a junior 4-year-old that have produced more 
butter in a year than any other animal of any of the other 
breeds. A Guernsey holds fifth place with Holsteins in 
sixth, seventh, eighth and ninth places, another Guernsey 
in tenth place, followed by seven more Holsteins before we 
come to our first Jersey in eighteenth place. 

From the above it will be seen that the Holsteins not 
only have the greatest preducers of both butter and milk, 
but also that there are a lot more of them. As further 
evidence of the above, we point to the following table:

The Holstein Champions 

Let us now consider briefly in order, the champions of 
the various dairy breeds beginning with the Holsteins. 

The first really great long distance record was made in 
1907 by Colantha 4th’s Johenna, owned by W. J. Gillett o1 
Rosendale, Wis. producing 1247.83 lbs. butter from 27432.5 
Ibs. milk. This was one of the very first semi-official records 
ever made and was before the Holstein-Friesian Assn. had 
recognizea the division by offering prize money for the 
same. It stood as a world’s record until 1912, when Pontiac 
Clethiide De Kol 2d, then owned by Stevens’ Brothers 
Company of Liverpool, N. Y., became the first cow to pro- 
duce over 1000 Ibs. butterfat in a year, with 1271.6 Ibs 
butter. The same year the record was beaten by Banostine 
Belle De Kol, the first 1300-:b. cow with 1322.92 Ibs. She 
was owned by Dan Dimmick & Bro. of East Claridon, Ohio 

A little later gloom descended on the Holstein camp 
When the Guernsey cow, May Rilma, raised the figures to 
1341.76 Ibs. butter, breaking the world’s record by a margin 
of more than 18 Ibs. butter.

Another champion worthy of note is Finderne Mutual 
‘ayne, a sister to Finderne Holingen Fayne, and the only 
200-Ib. 2-vyear-old in the world, she making her record 
200.63 Ibs. at 2 years, 3 months old. Except for her siste:

no other animal of any breed under four years old has 
ever made so large a record. 

We might also call attention to the world’s champion 
junior 4-year-old, Queen Piebe Mercedes, with a record of 
1389.45 Ibs. butter from 30230.2 lbs. milk. She was until 
recently the only 30,000-lb. heifer in the world, as well as 
being world’s champion in her class for both milk and 
butter. 

The champion of the senior 4-year-old class, Keystone 
Beauty Plum Johanna, made her record of 1294.71 Ibs. 
under strictly official test, this record standing for a time 
as the largest strictly official record made by any cow of 
any age or breed. It still stands as world’s record in her 
class whether official or semi-official, and is larger than 
any heifer record ever made by any other breed than the 
Holstein. The record was made by George E. Stevenson & 
Sons of Clarks Summit, Pa. 

The senior 3-year-old champion is Jewel Pontiac Segis 
(1171.15 Ibs.) owned by J. M. Hackney of St. Paul. This 
record has never been beaten by any heifer of any other 
breed under four years old. She is a daughter of King 
Segis Pontiac Count and has herself broken forty different 
world’s records for different ages, periods and combinations 
cf milk and butter. 

The senior 2-year-old champion is Pontiac Irene with 
1102.69 Ibs. She is owned by the Pontiac State Hospital 
in Michigan. 

It will thus be seen that the seven class leaders of the 
Holstein breed are all above 1100 lbs., the average for the 
seven being 1294.29 Ibs. 

The question of milk champions will have to be passed 
over with as few words as possible. The title of this story 
is “A Comparison of Breeds’,, and as there is, so to speak 
no comparison between the Holstein milk records and the 
milk records of other breeds, it seems more suitable, as 
well as more courteous, to limit ourselves for the most 
part to a discussion of butter records. No story of world’s 
champiens, however, can be complete without some 
mention of Tilly Alecartra, the greatest milk producer in the 
world. She was the first cow to produce 30,000 Ibs. milk in 
a year unless we count the private record made by Pieter- 
tie 2d, long years ago—and she followed this with a record 
of 29826.6 Ibs., and thus became the first cow to make two 
records averaging 30.000 Ibs. each. She has since made a 
record of 33,425.3 Ibs. milk, a world’s record hy a good 
margin and over 8000 Ibs. more than any cow of any other 
breed ever produced in a year. She holds the world’s milk 
record over all ages and breeds for all periods from one to 
seven years, and likewise all butter records over all ages 
and breeds for all periods from three to seven years. Tilly 
preduced. in seven years 7076.51 Ibs. butter from 180460.2 
Ibs. milk. Her closest competitor for life time performance 
is a Jersey, Sophie 19th of Hood Farm, who produced in 
seven years 6740.28 lbs. butter, 336.23 Ibs. less than the 
production of Tilly Aleartra. Sophie also has an eighth 
record made as a 2-year-old of 494.89, making the total for 
her eight years’ work 131.66 Ibs. more than Tilly 
Aleartra’s total for seven years’ production. 

Another very persistent producer is the Red Polled cow, 
Pear, who in nine consecutive, years produced 84010.4 Ibs. 
milk containing 3817 lbs. butterfat, or an average of 9334.5 
Ibs. milk containing 424.3 lbs. butterfat, or 530.38 Ibs. butter 
every year for nine years. While this does not seem like 
a very remarkable high average when we are accustomed 
to thinking of 1000-lb. and 1200-lb. records as being only 
ordinary, yet we should stop to think how few cows even 

in the more highly specialized dairy breeds can boast of

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Mayor Hodgson’s Address 


Kk want to call particular attention to the address of 
W Mayor Hodgson of St. Paul delivered at the recent 
annual meeting of the National Association. It is 
striking, not only because it is so unusual for the mayor of 
a large city to have any technical knowledge of the dairy 
or Holstein breeding business, but because it indicates a 
grasp of the subject that few of us possess, and an ability 
to express those ideas in language that most of us would 
covet. Our dairy orators might well make a note and add 
to their own speeches the clever comparisons shown by 
Mayor Hodgson to illustrate the advantage of doing busi- 
ness with improved dairy cows. Another particularly 
strong point is in relation to the duty of public institutions 
to the community in which they are located. Mayor Hodg- 
son made plain that they should keep a pure bred herd, 
not only as a sound business proposition, but also as a con- 
tribution to the community; that the state should provide 
sires to stand at the head of these institution herds that 
would also be available for other breeders of that: locality. 
We could ali take to heart this piece of advice which we 
quote from the Mayor’s address: “We do not develop herds 
for the purpose of making records, but we make records 
for the purpose of developing dairy herds. To get this vital 
relationship twisted is to strike at the very heart of Hol- 
stein success.” And hear further “I do not believe that any 
rule can make the Holstein business a monopoly in this 
country, as it happens to be one of the things in which the 
only monopoly possible must rest upon brains and toil.” 
Think what it would mean to the dairy industry as a 
whole and the business of breeding improved dairy cattle 
if our other larger centers of population could boast men 
in authority with even a beginning on this grasp of the 
fundamentals of the situation. Think what it would mean 
in better understanding between the great body of con- 
sumers and the producers of dairy products, and think 
what it would mean in improved conditions for all. 


Show Ring Winnings Add Value 


NE of the finest illustrations of the value of show ring 
QC) winnings was furnished by the recent National 

Guernsey sale, in which last year’s Dairy Show grand 
champion was sold for the world’s record Guernsey price 
of $17,700. In addition to her purple grand championship 
ribbon, she was leader of her class in the Advanced Regis- 
ter of the Guernsey Club, and so presented a very attrac- 
tive list of achievements. Another cow from the same 
farm, however, with a better production record but no 
show ring performance to her credit, brought $8000 in the 
same sale. So it would appear that the purple champion- 
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ship ribbon from the National Dairy Show was worth yery 
nearly $10,000 and given a valuation by the public on that 
basis. In the St. Paul sale, a cow with a 23-lb. butter record 
but with the grand championship of the Pacific Interna- 
tional Livestock Show to her credit, sold for $5000. She 
looked like a grand champion and the judgment of the men 
who saw her and liked her was confirmed and strengthened 
by reason of her show ring winnings. In view of the revival 
ot interest in the show ring on the part of Holstein breed- 
ers, and the liberal patronage that will be forthcoming this 
season, it is up to the management of every Holstein show 
to take particular pains that competent judges are fur- 
nished so that when the awards are made they will mean 
something in the progress of the breed toward the correct 
tvpe

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Selling At Less Than Cost Of Production 


RESIDENT AITKEN is quite right in his argument 
P that we are not entitled to insist upon cost of 
production for the things we sell if we are using 
inefficient expensive methods in carrying on our manu- 
facturing operations, whatever they may be. In these 
days of keen competition, the question of the survival 
of the most efficient has become to be almost a religion 
and it is difficult to justify basing the price that must 
be received for a product upon cost that mounts too high 
through inefficient methods. The pubtic ought not to be 
saddled with the additional expense and unless the in- 
dustry in question is pretty thoroughly organized, the public 
probably will not be thus burdened. 
Along this same line, Representative C. W. Hall was 
quoted recently in one of the Denver papers. With refer- 
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ence to the shipment of beef cattle and hogs Mr. Hall 
contended that it was not the money-losing man who 
would set the money-making price, but the money-making 
breeder and feeder that would. That is why purebred 
breeders with their superior stock are getting high prices 
and the banker is closing out the man with the poor stuff 
to sell. 

The point is that the law of supply and demand is still 
in force and good high class stock will therefore continue 
to go higher and higher while the class of stock that pro- 
duces milk or meat inefficiently will be sold continually 
at a loss. If continued long enough, this situation would 
remedy itself, although in the meantime, the public will 
be eating on those who are losing money, but it is the 
man whose herd is paying who will supply the demand 
later on. The other fellow will be out of business. It is 
a thought worth taking home and considering

GREEN COUNTY, WISCONSIN, HIRES FIELD SECRE- 
TARY 

The Green County Holstein Association has secured H. 
B. Schindel as field secretary, largely on account of his 
splendid record as a tester in the Monticello Cow Testing 
Association. Green County has around 22,000 Holstein 
cattle, of which nearly 16,000 are pure breds. This is one 
of the greatest dairy counties in the United States. The 
Officials of the Green County Holstein Breeders’ Associa- 
tion are J. C. Penn, of Juda, Pres., F. C. Marty, First Vice- 
Pres.; Chris Fochtermann, Monroe: Second Vice-Pres.: lL. 
L. Hare, Monroe, Sec’y; A. C. Habermann, Monroe, Tre: 
At present there are 75 members and it is planned to increase 
the number to at least 250. On January 1st, 1920, Green Covu- 
ty had about six cows in Advanced Registry test and the 
Monticello Club had no A. R. O. cows. On May Ist, 1920, 
after four months, there were 51 cows on test in Green 
County, of which 45 were owned by members of the Mont- 
Icello Association. Mr. Schindel advocated advanced reg- 
istry testing and offered to one breeder to pay all the test- 
Ing expenses for seven cows in case the owner was event- 
ually dissatisfied, and when stumped by another breeder 
if the same offer applied to him, accepted the challenze. 
The first man tested thirteen cows and his records included 
a 24-lb. junior four-year-old, a 22-lb. five-year-old and 21.5 
Ib. for a nine-year-old. 


The second breeder was equally pleased. He made 20 


Ib. on a senior three-year-old and 11.7 lb. on a senior yeur- 
ling. These figures are for fat and not for butter. 

The Green County Association has evidently secured a 
man of experience and ability and we shall expect to hear 
of something doing in Green County when the new field 
secretary gets down to business. 


CLUB WORK IN INDIANA 


Thirty dairymen of Adams county, Ind., have formed 
a Holstein Breeders’ Association. One of the first pieces 
of work will be the formation of a cow testing association. 

A Holstein calf club is being organized among the boys 
and girls of Elkhart county. 

Twenty-four boys of Steuben county entered a contest 
tor which the prize was a trip to the National Dairy Show, 
The Angola Ice Cream Company paying all expenses. 
Harold Hunter and Franklin Davenport were the winners. 
Fourteen of the 24 boys entered in the contest com- 
pleted it. 

Porter county livestock and dairymen are taking hold 
of boys’ and girls’ club work in a big way this year, and 
two townships are going in together to employ a club 
leader for this summer. The Holstein Breeders’ Associa- 
tion has set aside $1500 to finance a Holstein calf club 
No effort will be spared to promote the gospel of dairying 
in the rural communities. 


GREEN LAKE COUNTY PICNIC 


The weather man handed the Green Lake County Hol- 
stein Breeders Association a lemon in their annual picnic 
date, Wednesday, June 16, but at that the event was pulled 
off on schedule time and the members are heping for better 
luck next year. 

The Green Lake County Holstein Breeders Association 
was organized a little more than a year ago, since which 
time it has been aggressive in promoting the interests of 
the black and whites. A very successful sale was held in 
connection with the picnic last June and during the year 
a number of heifer calves have been distributed among its 
members.

A splendid record was recently re- 
ported for Aaggie Colantha Abby 
Hartog, a 30-lb. four-year-old daughter 
of the great century sire, Aaggie 
Cornucopia Johanna Lad. While this 
record is not quite as high for butter 
fat poduction as her four-year-old rec- 
ord was, being exactly 28 lbs. butter 
in seven days, it is interesting in view 
of the large milk production of 706.8 
lbs. in seven days and 3031.3 Ibs. in 
thirty days. Her thirty-day butter 
record is 117.21 lbs., which it will 
readily be observed is over five 
pounds more than four times her 
seven-day record. 

She with her dam and grandam form 
a combination of three direct genera- 
tions of 30-lb. cows, while her sire and 
dam’s sire—both century sires—are 
sons respectively of the first 34-lb. 
cow and the first 35-lb. cow. This 
richly bred producer was bred and 
developed by her present owner, D. 
W. Field Farm Co. of Montello, Mass. 


Another 30-lb. K. P. 


King of the Pontiacs recently in- 
creased his lead over all others as 
sire of 30-lb. daughters by the addition 
of a thirty-third daughter to his 30 
lb. list. She is K. P. Lady Ruth with 
a senior four-year-old record of 30.52 
Ibs. butter from 500.8 lbs. milk, which 
is a nice increase over her 20-lb. two- 
year-old record. Her dam is a 24-lb. 
four-year-old daughter of Earl Korn- 
dyke De Kol. She was. bred by 
Stevens Bros. Co. of Liverpool, N. Y. 
and is now owned by F. H. Metcalf of 
Holvoke, Mass. 


Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De Kol, 
A Century Sire 
Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count De 
Kol, the famous old time sire of milk 
producers, really deserves to rank as 


century sire. Volume 25 of the Blue 
Book ows him with 99 A. R.. O. 
daught« hile Volume 4 of the Cana- 
dian Year Book adds one daughter 
that does not appear in his A. R. O. 
list, so that he has altogether in the 


Canadian and American books exact- 
ly 100 tested daughter Pietertje 
Hengerveld’s Count De Kol was one 
of the great sires of the breed, his 
daughters ranking high both as _ in- 
dividuals and as milk producers. No- 
table among his daughters may be 
mentioned De Kol Creamelle, former 
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world champion milk producer. He 
carries 100 per cent the same breeding 
as Hengerveld De Kol, both being sired 
by De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy and from 
daughters of Milla’s Pietertje Nether- 
land and the former world’s record 
cow, Netherland Hengerveld. Some 
day we shall present a detailed study 
of the work of this wonderful sire. 


Piebe Gets 30-lb. Daughter 


The first 30-lb. daughter of Piebe 
Laura Ollie Homestead King has lately 
been reported. She is Johanna Fayne

SHEBOYGAN COUNTY HOLSTEIN PICNIC A_ BIG 
SUCCESS 

The picnic of the Sheboygan County Holstein Breed- 
er’s Association, held at the farm of Emil Titel near Ply- 
mouth, last Saturday, June 12th, was a tremendous success. 
A great crowd gathered for the occasion and if it had not 
been just at a particularly busy season for the farmers, 
undoubtedly a still bigger crowd would have been there. 

The official program began with a highly pleasant and 
instructive demonstration on raising and caring for calves, 
given by members of the Sheboygan County Calf clubs

And then, using Mr. Titel’s famous cow, Vickery 
Vale Beechwood, who is champion of Sheboygan County 
in butter record for a year, and world’s champion for 26 
months, as an illustration to demonstrate with, again 
pointed out the different details of type in dairy cattle.

The Jersey Champions 


We are indebted to The Jersey 
Bulletin and to The American Jersey 
Cattle Club for the information 
relative to the records made by 
Jerseys. These are brought up to date 
March 15, 1920, and we have heard of 
no Jersey records since that have 
beaten them. 

The first Jersey to produce 1000 lbs. 
fat was Sophie’s Agnes, bred by C. I. 
Hood, the veteran Jersey breeder of 
Lowell, Mass., but owned at the time 
she made her record by Ayerdale 
Stock Farm, Bangor, Me. She _ just 
passed the 1000-lb. mark with 1000.07 
lbs. butterfat, or 1250.09 Ibs. butter. 
This is what is known among the 
Jerseys as a double letter’ record, 
which means a calf with every record, 
she carrying a calf for 216 days dur- 
ing her test. Her record was beaten 
later by Vive La France, a senior 4- 
year-old owned by Pickard Bros. of 
Marion, Ore., with 1031.64 lbs. butter- 
fat or 1289.55 lbs. butter. This was 
also a double letter record, she carry- 
ing a calf 175 days. We _ understand 
she is now making another great rec- 
ord as a mature cow.

Very recentiy, Plain Mary, became 
the world’s champion Jersey complet- 
ing a record of 1040.07 lbs. butterfat, 
or just over 1300 lbs. butter. This 
record was started by Messrs. Kelly 
& Cossar of Maine and for six months 
she was milked only three times a day, 
Mr. Cossar milking her night and 
morning and his assistant, Frank 
Baker, milking her at noon. When 
six months along in test she was sold 
to F. W. Ayer of Bangor, Me., where 
her record was completed—the largest 
record ever made by a Jersey. She is 
also due to calve soon, so as_ to 
qualify for the double letter class. We 
are pleased to show in connection with 
this story, a picture of Plain Mary, who 
made such a wonderful record under 
such adverse conditions. 


We have already referred to Sophie 
19th of Hood Farm, and her-.wondertful 
record of life time performance. Her 
best record is 999.1 lbs. butterfat, or 
1248.89 lbs. butter. 

As yet, no Jersey has_ produced 
20,000 Ibs. milk in a year, the best 
record being 19694.8 lbs. made by 
Passport. 

One of the most sensational Jersey 
records is that of Lulu Althea of 
Ashburn, owned by J. J. Van Kleek of 
Beaverton, Ore. Freshening as a 
yearling at just 22 months of age, she 
completed a record of over 800 Ibs. 
fat (1000.1 lbs. butter) from 13668.7 
Ibs. milk. This is a world’s record not 
only for the Jersey breed, but for all 
breeds for heifers under 24 months 





of age and is one place where the Hol- 
steins will for a time at least have to 
take off their hats to their little 
Jersey friends. Her record was very 
uniform throughout the year, only one 
month falling below 60 lbs. butter fat, 
and her best month being 78.33 Ibs. fat. 
Her record exceeds the best Holstein 
yearling record by practically 150 Ibs. 
butter and is by the way, a _ double 
letter record, as she carried a calf 
during about six months of her test. 

When speaking of Vive La France, 
the champion Jersey senior 4-year-old, 
a short time ago, we should have 
mentioned that this same heifer is 
Jersey champion in the junior 3-year- 
old class, with a r@pord of 1115.79 Ibs. 
butter. She is without doubt one of 
the breed’s greatest cows. 

Mention should also be made of the 
1000-lb. junior 2-year-old, Pearly Exile 
of St. Lambert, with 1021.13 lbs. butter 
from 12345.5 Ibs. milk, carrying a calf 
244 days, of her test. She was owned 
by Walter J. Domes of McCoy, Ore. 


The Guernsey Champions 


We have already mentioned the two 
leading Guernsey producers, Murne 
Cowan and May Rilma, the two 1300- 
lb. Guernseys. A picture of the former 
is shown in connection with this 
story, and even the most bigoted Hol- 
stein man who can see nothing good 
that is not black and white, will pretty 
nearly have to admit that she looks 
like a real one. Her milk record of 
24008 is also the largest Guernsey rec-

LEGUME CIRCULAR tion tells how legumes cross-inoculate 


Circular 125 of the Extension Ser- 
vice of the Wisconsin College of Agri- 
culture, is entitled “The Story of Le- 
gsumes.” It says that in Wisconsin 82 
species of wild legumes have been 
identified. The bulletin gives a num- 
ber of the points of similarity among 
all the legume plants and tells how 
the legumes and non-legumes differ. 
One interesting and instructive po1- 


and informs the reader what bacteria of 


can be used to inoculate certain 
species. For instance, red clover can 
be inoculated by the bacteria from 
red clover itself, mammoth red, alsike, 
crimson, Egyptian or white clover; 
while alfalfa can be inoculated by the 
bacteria from alfalfa, white sweet 
clover, yellow sweet clover, bur clo- 
ver, yellow trefoil and fenugreek. 
The circular is_ illustr-‘ed by 


course highly magnified. It is writ- 
ten in language that anyone can un- 
derstand and reflects much credit on 
the author, W. C. Frazier, who has 
put a scientific story into words un- 
derstandable by any farmer. It can 
be obtained from the Extension Ser- 
vice of the College of Agriculture, 
University of Wisconsin, Madison, 
Wisconsin. 
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three other cows that have produced 
over 1000 lbs. butterfat, Langwater 
Hope, Langwater Nancy and Nella Jay 
4th, the latter the only other Guernsey 
except Murne Cowan to produce over 
20,000 Ibs. milk in a year. 

Langwater Hope, one of the 1000- 
Ib. cows, also is the leader of the 
senior 2-year-old class with 773.59 Ibs. 
butterfat, or 966.99 lbs. butter, her 
milk record being 15078.8 Ibs. 

A splendid senior 3-year-old record 
is that of Dolly Dimple with 18458.8 
Ibs. milk containing 906.84 lbs. butter- 
fat or 1133.61 Ibs. butter. 

In the junior 4-year-old class, there 
are five Guernsey heifers that have 
better than 1000 Ibs. butter, with milk 
records up to 17307.2 lbs. The leading 
butter record is 1105.26 Ibs. There 
are two 1000-lb. records in the senior 
4-year-old class, four in the senior 3- 
year-old class, and two in the junior 
3-year-old class. The Guernsey leaders 
of the seven age classes have records 
averaging 1104.12 lbs., which is about 
44 lbs. less than similar average for the 
Jerseys and about 190 Ibs. less than 
the Holstein average. 


The Ayrshire Champions 

The class leaders in the Ayrshire 
breed average 979.91 lbs. butter which 
puts them in fourth place among the 
breeds. When it comes to milk pro- 
duction, however, their leaders aver- 
age 19891.4 lbs. which puts’ them 
second only to the Holstein leaders. 
As we have already said, the Ayrshire 
cow, Garclaugh May Mischief, is the 
only cow other than a_ Holstein’ to 
produce over 25000 lbs. milk, her rec- 
ord being 25239 lbs. Her butter recora 
of 1118.64 Ibs. also stands in fourth 
place, giving her the world’s record 
for her breed for milk and butter com- 
bined. These championships of the 
Ayrshire breed are figured as follows: 
A score of 17.5 points is allowed for 
each pound of fat produced, and one 
point for each pound of milk. On this 
basis, Garclaugh May Mischief, who is 
owned by Penshurst Farm, would have 
a total score of 40899, whereas Lily of 
Willowmoor, the leader for fat pro- 
duction, owned by J. W. Clise, with 
955.56 Ibs. butterfat (1194.45 Ibs. 
butter) from 22596 lbs. milk, would 
have a total of 39118 points which 
entitles her to second place for milk 
and butter combined. Judged by Hol- 
stein standards, the two would be tied 
for first place for milk and butter com- 
bined, one being first for milk and 
third for butterfat, and the other first 
for butterfat and third for milk. A 
picture of Lily of Willowmoor, the 
leading butterfat producer of the 
Ayrshire breed, is published with this 
story. 

An interesting feature of the 
Advanced Registry of the» Ayrshire 
Association is the awarding of the 
French Prize Cup. The Association 
holds in trust the sum of $2500 a gift 
to the Association by the late Miss C. 
A. French of Boston, Mass. to commem- 
orate her brother’s interest in Ayrshire 
cattle. The interest from this fund 
is used in purchasing trophies for the 
winners of the various A. R. classes 
- each year, the trophies being known 
as the French Prize Cups. These 


awards are made on a basis of milk 
and butter production in accordance 
with the rules just described, 17% 
points being allowed for each pound 
of butter fat, and one point for each 
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pound of milk. Seven cups are offered, 
one in each of the age classes. 


The Brown Swiss Champions 

Most of the data employed in this 
discussion of the Brown Swiss champ- 
ions was obtained from a little booklet 
published by Ira Inman of Beloit, Wis., 
secretary of the Brown Swiss Cattle 
Breeders’ Association of America. This 
interesting booklet reviews the 
history of the Brown Swiss breed 
from the time of their origin in the 
Orient and subsequent introduction in 
Central Europe about the time of the 
attack of Rome by the Huns. They 
were first imported into America from 
Switzerland about 1869 by Henry M. 
Clarke of Belmont, Mass. The number 
of Brown Swiss in this country is not 
large compared with other breeds 
owing largely to quarantine obstacles 
but some rather good records have 
been made by them. In the Brown 
Swiss Register of Production, five 
classes are recognized—mature, five- 
year-old, 4-year-old, 3-year-old and 2- 
year-old. In this discussion I have 
combined the 5-year-old class with the 
mature, as that is more in accordance 
with the practice of other breeds. 

From Secretary Inman's _ booklet 
which is dated November 1, 1919, I 
find the leading cow in the Register of 
Production for either milk or butter- 
tat, is College Bravura 2d, with 19460.6 
Ibs. milk containing 997.7 lbs. butter. 
This record was made under the super- 
vision of the Michigan Agricultural 
College where she was developed and 
is owned. Her great granddaughter 
through the female line, Bravura 34d, 
heads the 2-year-old class with 698.01 
Ibs. butter, her milk record of 12918.4 


standing second in this class. There 
are in all, in the Brown’ Swiss 


Register of Production, 238 cows in- 
cluding 42 2-year-olds, 44 3-year-olds, 
and 29 4-year-olds, that have records 
averaging 10939.5 lbs. milk containing 
546.35 lbs. butter, this including all of 
the cows in the Register of Production. 


The Red Polled Champions 

In my quest for information about 
the records of Red  Polled_ cattle, I 
wrote to Jean Du Luth Farms, located 
at Duluth and Nickerson, Minn., and 
from them I got the following informa- 
tion: Of the Red Polled class leaders, 
all except in the senior 2-year-old 
class, were developed by Jean Du 
Luth Farms and the records’ were 
made by G. P. Grout, managing owner 
ot the farms under the direct super- 
vision of the University of Minnesota. 
These records range from 515 Ibs. 
butter in the junior 2-vear-old class, 
up to 1114.38 lbs. in the mature class, 
the latter being held by Jean Du Luth 
Beauty. She made her splendid rec- 
ord from 20280.6 lbs. milk, this being, 
I believe, the only 20,000-lb. record 
ever made by a Red Polled cow. She 
is said to hold the world’s Red Polled 
record for 7 days, 30 days, or any 
pertion of a year. 

Two other famous members of this 
herd are Pear, and Jean Du Luth 
Pear. The former has already been 
mentioned as having a record for nine 
consecutive years of 84010.4 Ibs. milk 
containing 3817 lbs. butterfat, which 
would be an average for the nine years 
of 9334.5 lbs. milk per year containing 
530.4 lbs. butter. The other cow just 
mentioned, Jean Du Luth Pear, is the 
world’s champion Red Polled cow for 
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three consecutive yearly tests and also 
for two consecutive tests. 


The champion Red Polled heifer in 
the senior 2-year-old class is Cremo 
Cassy, with 714.13 lbs. butter from 
10241.7 lbs. milk. As already stated, 
she is the only one of the Red Polled 
class leaders not owned by Jean Du 
Luth Farms. The seven leaders have 
butter records averaging 719.46 tbs. 
and milk records averaging 12971 ibs 


In Closing 

In this discussion of the various 
dairy breeds, I have attempted to 
bring out the fact that while the Hol 
stein breed does not by any means 
have a monopoly on all the great 
producers of the dairy world, yet the 
men who are investing hundreds of 
thousands—yes, millions—of dollars in 
pure bred Holsteins, are justified in 
considering the black and white breed 
as the greatest dairy breed in the 
world. While each of the breeds has 
made an important contribution to 
the dairy industry, there is no breed 
that even approaches our own _ Hol- 
steins either in size of records made 
or in number of large records made, 

In these comparisons, I have said 
nothing about short-time records. My 
readers are not to get the idea from 
this that I consider short-time records 
of no account, but the fact that few 
of the other breeds do any short-time 
testing rendered a comparison of 
breeds from that standpoint impos- 
sible. It seems to me that more credit 
is due to the Holstein cow for the great 
showing she makes when compared 
with the other breeds by reason of 
the fact that some of our leading 
breeders do no long-time testing at all, 
confining their efforts to the — short- 
time test. If there were no short-time 
‘est, these men would undoubtedly be 
making more long-time records, and 
the comparison would show up even 
mere favorably to the black and white 
cow than is the case under present 
conditions. I have shown that the 
leader of every one of the age classes 
by quite a substantial margin is a 
Holstein, and that the average of the 
seven class leaders of the Holstein 
breed is larger than the record of any 
heifer under full age of any other 
breed in the world. I have shown that 
there are four Holsteins, two of them 
heifers, that have made larger butter 
records than any cow of any other 
breed, and that a tremendously large 
percentage of all the great record 
cows in the world are Holsteins. 


Without minimizing in any way the 
wonderful work that has been done by 
animals of other breeds, I can truth- 
fully say that I am both glad and 
proud of my connection with the Hol- 
stein industry even though I am only 
the fellow who writes about what the 
other fellow is doing.

But when she produces 
more butter than any other cow, I am 
not going to find fault because in or- 
der to outdo all others in butter pro- 
duction she also has to outdo them in 
milk production. I have seldom heard 
of any man leaving the Holstein breed 
to take up with any other. 


You represent the best cow” on 
earth, and the cow is the most im- 
portant factor of today; so you gentle- 
men may take a just pride in the con- 
sciousness of being efficient and con- 
structive servants of the public good. 

I am glad to know, also, that your 
association is founded upon the strict- 
est ethics of justice and honor. You 
have held your fair fame above trick- 
ery and commercialism. Only a few 
weeks ago through your activities a 
Wisconsin breeder was heavily fined 
for advertising pedigreed Holsteins 
who had no pedigrees. That man gave 
a fine line, however, on his own pedi- 
gree. But this Association has stood 
firmly against all fraud, and has 
sought to maintain the highest stan- 
dards of business integrity. 


One thing I think you should do, 
and that is to discourage the idea that 
successful breeding is a soft snap and 
a lazy man’s job. Too many folks who 
read about the fancy prices paid for 
blooded stock get the idea that all 
you have to do is to sit with your feet 
on a mahogany desk and ‘hrow dollars 
at the cat. There is no business on 
earth demanding for its best success 
more of intelligence, earnestness, 
hard work, and unselfish service than 
yours does. 


The greatest need of America today 
is the creation of new wealth. But how 
are we to create it? Agricultural pos- 
sibilities are not likely to be greatly 
increased in the immediate future. 
Mining is largely a local industry. 
Manufacturing will expand, but its 
wealth will increase slowly. Because 
of existing conditions I believe it 
safe to say that the one field in which 
there is no limitation to the possibili- 
ties of the creation of new wealth is 
the field of dairy and live stock activ- 
ities. 

Under the most enthusiastic develop- 
ment and the expenditure of every 
possible energy the dairy industry 
could not within a quarter of a cen- 
tury be boosted to a point where the 
production would exceed the demand. 
The field therefore is tremendous. 

The essential need in this industry 
is the development of the thorough- 
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bred, the creation of the milk-strain 
through breeding. This task has 
hardly been started yet. I feel safe in 
saying that more than 88 per cent of 
the milking cows of the country to- 
day represent an economic waste. It 
is hard to estimate with any degree of 
accuracy because all dairy figures are 
loosely made as yet; but speaking ap- 
proximately I believe that if every 
scrub cow in this country were re- 
placed by a pure-blood cow’ there 
would be an increased production of 
from eight to ten billion dollars a 
vear. This staggering figure brings 
some realization of the opportunity 
ahead, and of the need of stimulating 
the thoroughbred game. 

Let us think of what it means. 

If it were possible to change the en- 
tire dairy situation over night, so that 
every cow being milked was a 
thoroughbred, profit-producing animal 
here is what the situation would 
mean: 

The dairy product of the country for 
a year would pay for all the boots and 
shoes made in the country in ten 
vears. 

The dairy product for a year would 
pay for all the bread and bakery pro- 
ducts of the country for 14 years. 

It would pay for all the sugar manu- 
factured in the country for 16 years. 

It would pay for all the agricultural 
implements made in the country for 
30 years. 

It would pay for all the products of 
mines and quarries for five years. 

It would pay for the men’s clothing 
manufactured for ten years; for the 
cotton goods manufactured in 11 
years; for the lumber product of five 
years; for the flour-mill product of 9 
years; for the products of all printing 
and publishing plants for 8 years. 

A year’s dairy production would pay 
the total governmental costs of all 
cities in the United States of over 
30,000 population for a_ period of 
nearly seven years. 

Six months’ dairy production would 
pay off the indebtedness of every 
American city of over 30,000 popula- 
tion. 

One _ week’s dairy product would 
pay for all the wagons, carriages and 
sleighs made in this country in a year. 

One week’s dairy production would 
pay for all the brass and bronze ma- 
terial manufactured in the country in 
a year. 

Five days’ dairy product would pay 
for all the leather manufactured in 
this country in a year. 

One day’s dairy product would pay 
for all the furniture manufactured in 
the United States in a month. 

If these figures do not impress you 
let me make it more appealing: 

One day’s dairy product would buy 
a porter house steak for every man, 
woman and child in the United States. 
One year’s dairy product would buy 
28 bonnets for every woman in 
America. One day’s dairy product 
would buy a pumpkin pie for every 
human being in this country, and 
these pies, placed rim to rim, would 
reach from the North Pole to the 
South Pole with 4,100 miles of pies 
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of a Great City 


left over to tie as a ribbon around the 
neck of the equator. 

Seriously, gentlemen, is this pos 
sibility not worth working for? 

But there is another side to the 
opportunity. The world needs _ food, 
milk is the best of all foods; the most 
essential. Take away from the world 
everything that originates with the 
cow, and a bill of fare would be’ so 
thin that men who love joyful exis- 
tence would take rough-on-rats. 

The war has left the world im 
poverished for food. America must 
feed the world as never before. What- 
ever increases the food supply is a 
boon to mankind. Milk is not only the 
best food, but it is the cheapest. 
Charge for milk on the basis of its 
food value as compared with meat, 
and it will cost thirty-five cents a 
quart. Yet, as a writer recently 
pointed out, folks never complain if 
an automobile is sold at 100 per cent 
profit, but kick if milk is sold at five 
per cent profit. 

One fourth of the children of 
America never have milk, and this 
means that we stand a terrible chance 
of a generation of weaklings, marked 
with the streaks of starvation. 

As you deliberate on how to encour- 
age your industry and increase your 
production you are making, in a sense, 
decisions on the fate of mankind; you 
are touching the hopes and aspira- 
tions of the world; dealing in the lives 
of children, outlining new possibilities 
for the homes of America, and plan- 
ning a future’ for this nation built 
upon happiness and wholesomeness. 

As I say you are just in the begin- 
ning of your work. It cannot be said 
that your. business, with all _ its 
achievement and success and enthu 
siasm, is as yet established as_ it 
should be in the thought of the coun- 
try. We cannot flatter ourselves as 
yet that people are as familiar with 
the names of Ormsby Korndyke Lad, 
May Echo Sylvia, or Sir Johanna 
Fayne, as they are with the names of 
Ty Cobb or Jack Dempsey. We must 
by education see that people not only 
know these things, but care about 
them. I do not speak flippantly at all 
when I say that in the history of my 
own state rich with such names as 
Sibley and Ramsey and Davis, and 
noble pioneers in every. activity, I 
think we should find room for, and do 
honor to names of other pioneers, who 
if dumb have been eloquent of action, 
such as Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes and King Segis Pontiac Count. 

With so much of education neces- 
sary, every agency must be enlisted. 
We must have more field secretaries; 
more community breeding centers; a 
greater sense of pubic responsibility 
by states and cities for a proper deve- 
lopment of the dairy industry. In our 
county we have tried to achieve some- 
thing by establishing at our County 
Home a thoroughbred Holstein herd. 
This system should be, and will be, 
extended in the next few years. The 
institutions of states and counties 
should be breeding centers for the 
creation of pure bred strains. Such in-

these two cows will be put on semi- 
official test. 

Mr. W. L. Hoffman, Steward of the 
Michigan School for the Deaf at Flint, 
took back two good heifers, Pontiac 
Mocnica, a sister of Pontiac Irene, con- 
signed by Pontiac State Hospital, and 
Traverse Inka Princess Weg, a grand- 
daughter of old Traverse Princess 
Weg, consigned by Traverse City 
State Hospital. These were two ex- 
cellent heifers, both with good records 
and breeding, and will make a valuable 
addition to the herd. The Flint school 
is one of the last of the Michigan in- 
stitutions to be converted to the Hol- 
stein idea, having kept a herd of Ayr- 
shires until recently. However, they 
are starting in with a very good class 
of cattle and the Steward says that 
they have already increased their milk 
supply very materially and with only 
one-half the number of cows. 

The Michigan breeders were great- 
ly pleased at the re-election of Mr.

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ceived the reprint of a clipping from the 

Buffalo Kast Side News, apparently sent 
out broadeast to Holstein breeders, describing 
the details of the “victory” of Oliver Cabana, Jr., 
and demonstrating how vastly important it is 
from the standpoint of the small breeder that 
Mr. Cabana has fought and won this great battle 
to protect the interests of “the little breeder on 
the hillside.” The statement is made that “this 
decision of the Supreme Court sustains every 
contention made by Mr. Cabana in his complaint, 
and is a marked defeat for the Association.” An 
effort is put forth to make capital of the fact that 
the Association objected to admitting the barn 
test records, ete., in evidence at the Buffalo trial. 
This very fact is proot on the face of it that 
Cabana did not win every point contended for, 
because one of the things his attorneys fought 
for most strongly was to have the Court accept 
evidence as to the genuineness of the Pine Grove 
records, and to render a decision on that point. 
The Association contended that Cabana had not 
exhausted his remedy within the Association, 
and that the Board of Directors was the proper 
tribunal to try the question of whether or not 
those records were genuine. The Court held 
consistently to this latter position in rulings dur- 
ing the progress of the trial, and also in its de- 
cision. The other points claimed by Cabana as 
constituting “victory” for him in the case, relat- 
ed to the method of procedure, and in every in- 
stance these points were absolutely in accordance 
with the course of action contemplated by the 
Board of Directors, and by the decision of Judge 
Sears they can now proceed exactly from the 
spot where they were forced to leave the case 
when the temporary injunction was granted last 
September, and are instructed to proceed in 
exactly the manner that they contemplated do- 
ing at that time. Perhaps that constitutes de- 
feat for the Association, but it is easy medicine 
to take. 

In regard to the claims of “victory” for the 
Cabana forces, we wish simply to quote the fol- 
lowing paragraph, from the original complaint of 
Cabana, appearing as a part of the injunetion 
order granted by Judge Dudley last fall, and sum- 
marizing the relief asked for by the plaintiff: 


“Wherefore, complainant prays for 
judgment of this Court, enjoining and re- 
straining the defendant Association, its of- 
ficers, servants, and agents, its Superintend- 
ent of Advanced Registry, its directors, and 
all the defendants, from cancelling or ex- 
punging the records of the plaintiff's cattle, 
made at Pine Grove Farms, and for such 
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Propaganda 


other further relief as may be just in the 
premises.” 


Judge Dudley, in granting the temporary in- 
junction, used the following language: 


“1 do hereby order that the defendant, 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America, 
its officers, directors, committees, servants, 
agents and employees, and each and every 
one of them, as well as the other defendants 
in this action, be, and they hereby are, en- 
joined and restrained from cancelling the 
records or registry of the cattle, now or 
heretofore belonging to the plaintiff, and 
tested for registry at the plaintiff's Pine 
Grove Farms, which records were hereto- 
fore accepted for registry in the Advanced 
Registry of the defendant association, or 
from taking any action looking to, or intend- 
ing to bring about, such cancellation, until 
the further order of this Court.” 


“The further order of this Court,’ as handed 
down by Judge Sears, gives the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America specific permission to proceed with the 
cancellation of the records in question, or to take 
any action looking to or intended to bring about 
such cancellation, after complying with certain 
equitable provisions, such as giving Cabana a 
hearing and an opportunity to present evidence 
in support of his records, exactly as the Associa- 
tion was preparing to do, and had taken steps 
to do, when the case was taken into the courts 
last September. 

After all, it is unimportant who won a “vic- 
tory” in the lawsuit just concluded. We are 
not disposed to quibble over the use of the term. 
In fact we are glad if all sides can read ‘victory’ 
out of the decision of the Court. 

The important thing—and as we see it the 
only real test of the question is—Does the de- 
cision of Judge Sears permit the Association to 
continue its investigation of the records, and 
does it authorize the Board of Directors to take 
such action as the evidence warants in relation to 
expunging records already accepted? ‘This it 
unquestionably does do, and we confidently 
believe that the Board will have the courage to 
do their duty as they see it, with as little delay 
as possible, whether it results in the “houseclean- 
ing’’ so adroitly referred to in the article men- 
tioned, or not, and the sooner we can have the 
matter settled and made an end to the insidious 
propaganda, aimed to undermine confidence 1 
our institution, the better it will be for the 1n- 
dustry and for all concerned.

He expects to test 
some next winter and from present 
individuality and appearance, there 
will soon be some high record animals 
in the Prospect Hill herd. 
SIMPLIFYING HOLSTEIN CLASSES 
Editor World:— 

There is a great deal of discussion 
going on relative to making such 
changes in the rules for official test- 
ings as well give “the little breeder on 
the hillside” a greater opportunity to 
make records. 

Anyone who has ever been at a Hol- 
stein meeting where this problem was 
discussed has found that there are as 
many different opinions as there are 
people present, and that the persons 
most often concerned over the wel- 
fare of the “little” fellow is the so- 
called big fellow. 

The writer, whose business makes 
him a close student of Holstein test- 
ing, is of the opinion that changes 
should be made very slowly, and not 
then until there is a_ widespread 
demand. 

We will admit at the outset that the 
most valuable record is one made 
unde. normal conditions in some 


farmei s barn, Where cows are fed with 
an idea of making the most possibite 
profit without necessarily producing 
the greatest possible amount of milk 
or butter. 

But we must be equally wiiling to 
admit that it will not be possible to 
hold testing down to normal condi- 
tions, because in the effort to make 
higher and even higher rec- 
ords, a cow will surely be 
crowded just as hard as the skill of 
the feeder will allow. Any attempt 
to limit the activities of such a test 
would be almost impossible of enforce- 
ment. 

In order that the maximum number 
of Holsteins be tested, it is necessary 
that testing be not too irksome or 
expensive. For this reason, 7-day 
testing was adopted in the beginning, 
and for the same reason 7-day testing 
will be pepuiar for a long time to 
come. | believe it is true that recent 
agitation against the 7-day record has 
lost it considerable’ prestige, and 
made many breeders discount in their 
mind the value of this test. But this 
does not prove the 7-day test wrong, 
it simply means that its results are 
being a little more intelligently inter- 
preted. And now that the scramble 
tor 40 and 50-lb. records has been 
abated, the 7-day record is a truer 
index of the producing ability of a 
cow than in the years just past. 

On the other hand, it cannot be 
denied that 305-day and 365-day rec- 
ords are being made in increasing 
numbers, and that people like to see 
yearly records back of the herd bulls 
they buy. Yearly records as made 
under the present rules are however, 
largely an expression of the profes- 
sional breeders’ skill in forcing their 
COWS. 

In an endeavor to give the farmer a 
better opportunity, many changes in 
the rules have been suggested. Most 
of these changes are a compromise. I 
do not believe a compromise will help. 
A class is either a farmer’s class or it 
is not. 

i would suggest a farmers class be 
a very simple one and provide: 

1. That 305-day and 365-day records 
be made in one lactation period. 


2. That a cow be. six or. seven 


months in calf during the test. 
3. That not more than 3 milkings a 
day be permitted, and then only for a

short time like 60 or 90 days, when 
twice a day milking must prevail. 

There isn’t anything under the sun 
which will keep the © professional 
breeder out of this class or any other, 
except an arbitrary rule, and_ then 
where are we going to draw the line? 

But if a class along approximately 
these lines were established, it would 
encourage semi-official testing among 
the rank and file to a greater extent 
than is now possible. The farmer- 
breeder would feel that while the 
“big boys” would make many records 
in this class, that in the main the rec- 
ords made under those conditions 
would be more nearly a true indication 
of the value and ability of the cow. 

Neither do | believe that anything is 
gained by the multiplicity of records 
now being reported. Any good mathe- 
matician can go through the records 
and pick out those in which one cow 
is better than another, during 
certain days of her testing period or at 
a certain age, but this produces a 
jargon which is intelligible only to a 
student of pedigrees, and often does 
not mean very much to him. 

Reducing the number of “world’s 
records” and providing a class which 
follows the actual practices as far as 
milking and breeding is concerned, of 
the wide awake dairy farmer, would 
be a splendid thing for the breed. 

In closing, I wish to correct any im- 
pression I may have left that I con- 
sider milking more than twice a day 
forcing a cow abnormally. The Hol- 
stein cow is herself an abnormal milk- 
ing machine, and her production being 
far more than her calf naturally re- 
quires, is abnormal. 

There are many dairymen, having 
either grade or pure bred Holsteins, 
who milk many of their cows four and 
three times a day simply because they 
have found it pays in dollars and cents. 
It is not a question of making records 
at all. A cow which will give 70 lbs. 
of milk a day under three times milk- 
ing would rapidly go down to 60 and 
then to 50, if milked only twice a day. 

Of course, the professional breeder 
who wants to get the maximum pro 
duction regardless of cost, will milk 
four times a day right through to the 
end, simply because the extra pounds 
gained may mean the difference be- 
tween a 900-lb. and a 1000-lb. record,

J. Boyle, county agent in 
Cloud county, arrived on the job in 
the spring this year, after the wind 
had blown much of the soil off the 
wheat roots, the farmers and business 
men were pretty well disgusted with 
wheat. Mr. Boyle saw his_ oppor- 
tunity, and his interest in a dairy 


proposition sounded so square to the 
people of the 


county that they co 
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operated with him in pushing this 
club. 

The Holstein Cow Club of Cloud 
county is a community project because 
the working capital is subscribed by 
the business men. They are all in- 
terested in fostering another industry 
along with grain growing, and already 
Concordia has the promise of a con- 
densary and a cheese factory.

ELECTRICAL STERILIZATION OF 
MILK 


The British Medical Research Com- 
mittee has issued a_ report. deal- 
ing with the destruction of bacteria in 
milk by electricity. The report has 
been prepared by Professors Beattie 
and Lewis of Liverpool University, and 
enumerates the result of 15. experi- 
ments under varying conditions with 
different degrees of current and 
several qualities of milk. 

The final conclusions are that nearly 
all bacteria in milk can be destroyed 
by the electrical method without rais- 
ing the temperature higher than 68 or 
64 degrees Centigrade. The tempera- 
ture effect is not thought to be the 
principal factor in the destruction of 
the bacteria. The milk is not com- 
pletely sterilized from a_e scientific 
standpoint, yet the amount of bacteria 
was reduced to .07, and the keeping 
power considerably increased. 

It is claimed that the taste of the 
milk was not altered and as far as 
careful chemical examination has 
determined, the properties of milk are 
not in any way impaired, so that it 
can be accurately described as “raw 
milk” free from Pathogenetic bacteria

KANSAS HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN AS- 
SOCIATION 

The leading article in the May 20 
issue of the Farmer and Stockman, is 
on the Kansas Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation, giving a history of that or- 
ganization of live wires and cattie 
boosters. The article is very interest- 
ing but is too long for us to give in 
full, so we are obliged to condense it 
somewhat. 

“Some day the man who made 
thousands of cows grow where a few 
dozens grew before will receive 
recognition for his service to hu- 
manity. The man who establishes a 
breed of live stock in a community or 
commonwealth performs a_ greater 
service than any public official or 
military leader that may be selected 
from its population. The man who 
was responsible for the Kansas Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association performed 
a greater service for the state than 
any governor, senator or congressman 
that Kansas ever produced. Dairy 
cows are the foundation of a_ great 
industry. They make better farms, 
better neighbors, better communities, 
and better commonwealths. They sup- 


port creameries, condensaries, banks, 


towns, babies, politicians and even 
armies, about which’ the _ historians 
write.” 

“Fixing responsibility for a con 


structive movement is sometimes al- 
most as difficult as discovering guilt. 
Men who perform such a service are 
usually reluctant to acknowledge or 
accept credit for what they have done. 
Althoughthe Kansas Holstein-Friesian 
Association originated not more than 
four years ago, some men have for- 
gotten who was responsible for the 
organization. But ask any of the men 
who back in 1916 got together at Her- 
ington, and they will tell you that W. 
H. Mott was largely responsible for 
the organization and its wonderful 
growth. The unprecedented growth of 
the Holstein breeding business in 
Kansas is largely the result of his 
work, together with the support whicn 
he has received from men like George 
Lenhart of Abilene; A. S. Neale, Man- 
hattan: J. T. Axtell, Newton; H. M. 
Holdeman, Meade; George Apple- 
man, Mulvane; Ben Schneider, Nor- 
tonville; P. W. Enns, Newton; Dr. 
Schuyler Nichols, Herington, and half

a dozen other Holstein’ breeders.” 
The Herington Commercial Club 
gave a banquet for the cattle breeders 
and at that time the Holstein-Friesian 
Association was formed. Dr. Schuylei 
Nichols, Herington; Ben Schneider, 
Nortonville, and Mr. Mott, Herington, 
were the first president, vice-presideut 
and secretary of the new organizatio : 
Mr. Schneider was’ elected  presi- 
dent of the association in 1917. The 
Commercial Club at Nortonville pro- 
vided entertainment for the breed- 
ers. The annual meeting of 1918 was 
held at Topeka and here it was de- 
cided that the annual meeting and the 
organization’s spring sale should be 
held at Topeka. In 1919 George Apple- 
man of Mulvane, became _ president. 
The last annual meeting was held a 
few weeks ago at Topeka, Walter A. 
Smith of Topeka became president, 
H. W. Mollhagen, Bushton, vice-presi- 
dent, and Mark Abilgaard of Mulvane, 
secretary-treasurer. 

Annual sales provide an outlet fo. 
the surplus stock of breeders and give 
opportunity for the distribution ot 
Holstein cattle throughout Kansas. At 
the time the organization was formed 
there were fewer than 50. charte! 
members. Now there are nearly 250 
active members in the’ association, 
and probably 500 in the state who 
own one or more pure bred females. 
The number of Holstein cattle in Kan- 
sas has grown from a few hundred in 
1916 to several thousand. Clearly, the 
Holstein Association has been re- 
sponsible for this development. 

The most important work which the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Kan- 
has done, therefore, has been to 
encourage new breeders and to take 
care of them. There are at least 200 
breeders in the state who own three, 
four, five or perhaps ten females. This 
indicates a heavy growth of the as- 
sociation and a great increase in the 
number of Holstein cattle in Kansas 
within the next few years. The as- 
sociation sales have demonstrated 
that the small breeder can receive just 
as high prices for his stock provided, 
of course, they have the breeding and 
the records, as can the man with an 
established reputation. 

All animals consigned in the sales 
that are above six months of age are 
tested within the previous 30 days for 
tuberculosis, and sold subject to a 60- 
day retest. 

Kansas is remarkably free from tu- 
berculosis, according to the percent- 
ages reported by the departments of 
agriculture for the different states. 

Last winter during the Kansas Na- 
tional Live Stock Show Holstein 
breeders made a demonstration which 
proved the value of the organization 
to the breed in the state, and illus- 
trated the quality of Holstein cattle 
produced in Kansas. Between 250 and 
300 cattle were assembled at W'‘chita. 
All the entries except the representa 
tives of one herd, were made by Kan- 
sas breeders. Twenty-eight cows were 
inthe agedclass. A. L. Haecker, Lin- 
coln, Neb., who judged the Holsteins, 
said that among the animals. that 
were sent back to the stables and not 
considered in awarding the nine 
prizes, were five cows which would 
have stood ahead of any shown inthe 
aged cow class at the Nebraska fair 
last year. What Kansas has done 
other states, with more cattle breed-

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ers can duplicate. In four years the 
Kansas organization has greatly in- 
creased the number of Holstein cattle 
in the state, developed a large num 
ber of new breeders, co-ordinated the 
work of the Holstein interests, and be- 
come the largest and most active pure 
bred live stock organization west of 
the Missouri River. 


TEST BARN FIRE DOES NOT 
STOP TESTING 


Clyde A. Gragg of Watertown, N. Y., 
made a number of good records under 
great disadvantages. His barn was 
entirely destroyed by fire and more 
than half of his cattle were burned. 
One heifer, Lady Rag Apple Kenwood, 
had been on test only two days and 
was taken to the barn of Geo. N 
Smith and there finished her test. Her 
dam was lost in the fire, also the 19-lb. 
53-year-old, Cornucopia Rag Apple 
Sadie, with 23 others, one of which 
was going at.a 25-lb. gait at the time. 


Lady Rag Apple Kenwood certainly 
made a remarkable record. A record 
of 27.05 Ibs. butter, 537.1 Ibs. milk as 
a junior 35-year-old is a_ pretty fair 
showing anyway, and when you con- 
sider that she was badly frightened. 


in the fire, moved round from place 
to place, and then taken to a strange 
barn, handled by strangers and then 
came across with a 27-lb. record, she 
must be a real good one. Ina Mapleton 
Abbekerk was also on test at this 
time, had completed her 7-day record, 
and only had one day more to go on 
the 30-day record, so the superintend- 
ent of Advanced Registry ordered the 
record averaged for that period.

stitutions may legitimately maintain 
herds as a good business proposition; 
they should maintain them however 
as a contribution to the needs of the 
community. Every state should assist 
farmers in getting the proper start in 
dairy herds. In many communities in 
every state earnest, forward looking 
farmers are anxious to avail them- 
selves of local conditions which are 
favorable to the dairy business. They 
are handicapped financially by a lack 
of opportunity to secure the herd foun- 
dations most desirable. If the state, 
and some of its institutions, developed 
scientifically dairy types and produc- 
ing strains, it could place in various 
communities where needed, the sires 
which would start great families of 
milk producers and add to the state’s 
wealth, as well as to the happiness of 
its people. 

I presume that during this conven- 
tion there will be much _ discussion 
about rules and regulations; methods 
of testing; standardizing of records. 
Much is being said in these days 
about changés in rules; much debate 
is going on over the relative advan- 
tages of the short-time test and the 
long-time test. I would not presume to 
discuss any of these things before a 
gathering of experts such as this. But 
I would like to suggest a few things 


which I believe we should not over- 
look. 

Let us never forget this one funda- 
mental truth: We do not develop 


herds for the purpose of making rec- 
ords; but we make records for the 
purpose of developing dairy herds. To 
get this vital relationship twisted is to 
strike at the very heart of Holstein 
success. 

And another fundamental truth is 
this: Success in the Holstein business 
must come not by centering attention 
upon the individual breeder or the in- 
dividual animal, but upon the breed; 
and most of all by thinking not in 
terms of self-profit, but in terms of 
the nation’s good. 

It is essential that the average 
breeder have his chance; the industry 
cannot live by virtue of the achieve- 
ments of a few favored breeders. We 
must not handicap the small breeder 
for the big fellow cannot win unless 
the little fellow wins. The general 
development of the business as a 
whole is the essential thing. 

But I cannot agree that present-day 
conditions, however faulty, are ruin- 
ing the small breeder. I do not believe 
that it is necessary for any breeder to 
sell for veal, calves worthy of becom- 
ing profitable dairy cows. As a matter 
of fact the small breeder holds the 
balance of power. The millionaire 
breeder may achieve great things, but 
his only hope of making his achieve- 
ment more than a personal hobby de- 
pends upon the willingness of the 
small breeder to do business with him. 

And it must not be forgotten that 
while general development is needed, 
special development, possible perhaps 
to but few, will contribute to the 
general development, and help to 
hasten the raising of all standards. 

I do not believe that any rules can 
make the Holstein business a mono- 
poly in this country; because it hap- 
pens to be one of the games in which 
the only monopoly possible must rest 
upon brains and toil. 

I think there is much logic to the 
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argument that record milk production 
should be made at a profit of feed, 
time and labor, as this is a business 
matter after all, and without profit 
no achievement can contribute legiti- 
mately to business success. 

No system devised will be without 
fault. I feel convinced that there is 
greater danger in too great restriction 
than in too little. After all the safest 
limitations in any business are the 
limitations of freedom. They are the 
limitations which permit the play of 
individual genuis and __ initiative; 
which release the energies of the 
builder and the thinker; which fitly 
recognize the sacredness of difference 
between man and man; and under 
which men have the choice of using 
the method most native to their talent 
and inclination. Our rules and systems 
should be liberal and so devised as to 
guarantee chiefly that every’ estab- 
lished standard shall be just what it 
pretends to be; that every’ record 
stand for just what it is; that the 
achievement of animal and breeder be 
above misconception, and open to the 
scrutiny of the world. 

There are many topics worthy of 
thought and discussion; but I cannot 
presume to touch upon them with any 
voice of authority. I would like to say 
however before I close that there are 
some things you will have to fight for 
with ever increasing ardor and vigor. 
I feel, for one thing, that there is 
somewhat too much sentiment abroad 
today for excessive regulation. We 
cannot tie business up with strangling 
regulation without paying a frightful 
price for our stupidity. Regulation 
should never go beyond the point of 
safeguarding public interest. And it 
should never be devised by those who 
have no knowledge of the business to 
be regulated; nor should it be regu- 
lated by those who have no_ higher 
aim than that of temporarily augment- 
ing a political prestige. I feel also that 
it is time to demand with certain voice 
that the farmers of the land have the 
absolute right to deal cooperatively, 
in other words that if any people have 
the right to collective bargaining the 
farmer has it, and that associations 
formed for the purpose of giving the 
farmer more direct market connec- 
tions, freer access to the opportunities 
of trade, and a better chance at fair 
and equitable prices should not be op- 
posed by public sentiment, nor pro- 
hibited by law. 

But I have burdened you with too 
long a discourse, rambling and some- 
what inconsequential. I close now by 
wishing for you the most successful 
convention you ever have held; days 
filled with happiness and the proof 
that you have been with friends and 
neighbors; memories of hours filled 
with lessons of practical good; but 
most of all I trust that in looking back 
upon this convention you will remem- 
ber that you feceived here a new in- 
spiration of citizenship, and caught 
visions of that life of service for the 
common good which makes the world 
the happy home of man, and the altar 
of the living God.

$888 above the general sale average 
of $3075 and shows the “class” of the 
Wisconsin consignment, as well as 
giving an idea how the buying public 
appreciated them. The average price 
for the 81 head which Wisconsin 
breeders purchased is $356 above the 
sale average and carries some idea of 
the “class” of animals which the Wis- 
consin breeders took back into this 
great Holstein State. 

The officials of the sale are empha- 
tfc in their statements that Wisconsin 
through her purchases’ clinches her 
hold on the claim of being the leading 
state in the Union as the home of 
pure bred Holstein-Friesian cattle. 
Approximately one third of the 237 
sold in the National auction went to 
Wisconsin homes although other pur- 
chasers were present and took some 
to most every State in the United 
States and Canada. 

Of the 26 consigned by Wisconsin 
breeders more than one half of them 
came back into the State, the property . 
of new owners. Even the $30,000 cow, 
the highest priced female ever sold at 
public auction was purchased by a 
Wisconsin breeder for a Wisconsin 
herd. Of those in the consignment not 
returning, one went to each of the fol- 
lowing States: New Jersey, Colorado, 
Illinois, Pennsylvania, Missouri and 
North Dakota. Two went to Washing- 
ton and five to Minnesota. Here again 
we have evidence of the popularity of 
Holsteins from Wisconsin and addi- 
tional testimony tq the claim that the 
demand for Wisconsin Holsteins is 
universal. 

Particular attention is called to the 
tables appearing with the report of 
the sale in the June 12 issue, with 
figures on the sales and purchases of 
each state represented. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Wis- 
consin has 1,846,000 dairy cows. the 
tables show that Badger breeders pur- 
chased more than all of the New Eng- 
land States and Canada put together. 
Even the five great States of Minne- 
sota, Iowa, Nebraska, Illinois and 
Michigan combined did not surpass 
Wisconsin in number of purchases. 
If we substract the total of the three 
States next high in number of pur- 
chases we can say without contradic- 
tion that Wisconsin bought more Hol- 
steins in the National than all the 
other States in the United States and 
Canada combined. 

To use the expression of Ex-Gover- 
nor S. R. VanSandt in his speech to 
the Convention at Mr. Hackney’s Ar- 
den Farms, “Some State.” 

As it is known that the animals con- 
signed to the National were the 
choicest to be found in America and 
that they were admitted to entry only 
after the most painstaking examina- 
tion by the breed’s most capable 
judges, it becomes obvious to all that 
Wisconsin breeders through their pur- 
chase of 81 head at St. Paul have eli- 
minated all rival contenders in the 
race for leading Holstein honors and 
this greatest of dairy States now 
stands in the brilliant limelight of 
Holstein fame.—L. L. Oldham, Secty.

SHOWING ANIMALS FROM AC. 
CREDITED HERDS 

The Pennsylvania Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry has notified the various 
fair associations operating the coun- 
ty fairs of Pennsylvania, regarding 
the stringent provisions of the accred- 
ited herd plan whereby animals under 
state-Federal supervision are not per- 


mitted to come in contact with ani- 
mals from herds not under super- 
vision. 


The officially accredited herd plan 
was adopted in Pennsylvania in De- 
cember 1919, and this provides that 
no cattle from accredited herds, or 
cattle that are under observation and 
supervision, shall be brought in con- 
tact with cattle from herds that are 
not under state-federal supervision. 
If it is desired to have animals from 
accredited herds appear at fairs, sep- 
arate buildings for housing will have 
to be provided as well as a separate 
show place, and in addition, all stalls 
and buildings must be thoroughly dis- 
infected before and after they are 
used.

IOWA STATE FAIR 


The Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America through the Extension Serv- 
ice, is offering a special prize of $50 to 
be awarded to the county Holstein- 
Friesian Breeders’ Club making the 
best exhibit of a herd of ten purebred 
registered Holstein-Friesians at the 
Iowa State Fair. In addition a silver 
trophy will be awarded to the Hol- 
stein Breeders’ Club winning first 
prize. 

In addition to this, the Iowa State 
Fair has added $50, the Iowa Holstein- 
Friesian Breeders’ Assn. has donated 
$50, and $50 has been given by Mr. H. 
C. Hargrove of Hargrove & Arnold, 
Des Moines, Ia. . 

The money will be awarded as 
follows: $60, $50, $40, $30, $20. The 
rules governing awards are: 

1. Each herd shall be shown under 
the auspices of their respective Coun- 
ty Holstein Breeders’ Club. If there is 
no club in said county, a herd can be 
shown in conjunction with the County 
Farm Bureau. 

2 Owners of animals exhibited must 
be members of their County Holstein 
Breeders’ Club 

3 The personnel of a county  Hol- 
stein show herd must be designated 
not later thar the morning assigned 
to the judging of Holsteins. Such des- 
ignation must be in the hands of the 
superintendent of dairy cattle. 

4 All animals can be entered in 
open competition if properly entered 
according to the rules of the Iowa 
State Fair. 

5 A County Holstein-Friesian Breed- 
ers Club Show Herd shall consist of 
ten head as follows: One bull 2 years 
old or over; one yearling bull; one 
bull calf; one cow 4 years old or over; 
one cow 3 vears old and under 4; one 
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cow 2 years old and under 3; one sen- 
ior yearling heifer; one junior yearl- 
ing heifer; one senior heifer calf; one 
junior heifer calf. 

6 Animals to make up a county herd 
must be owned by residents of their 
respective counties. 

This competition should inspire 
friendly rivalry among the breeders 
of the various counties, and it will 
also tend to promote cooperation be- 
tween the breeders in each county. It 
will work to bring out a big exhibit at 
the fair, as we assume shown in the 
county classes wouid also be eligible 
to compete in open classes.

THE DEPARTMENT’S EXHIBIT AT 
THE NATIONAL DAIRY SHOW 


The Department of Agriculture is 
going to take an active part at the 
National Dairy Show, October 7-16, 
1920. The Department intends to 
show this year how its various activ- 
ities may be utilized in developing 
rural communities along specific lines. 
Therefore, community dairy develop- 
ment will be the central scheme of ex- 
hibit and the various booths will carry 
out this idea. 

To illustrate the matter concretely 
the central attraction of the exhibit 
will be a portrayal of the community 
at Grove City, Pennsylvania, which 
has been developed under the direc- 
tion of the Department of Agriculture. 
A model with explanatory charts will 
show the development of this com- 
munity from a basis of individual 
dairying on a small scale, to its pres- 
ent status as an exponent of commun- 
ity dairying. This condition was 
brought about by the complete cooper- 
atéon of all local a-sencies including 
the banks, commercial club, ete., with 
the Depctfment of Agriculture. A 
creamcry was built to handle the 
products cf the farms. This creamery 
is now manufacturing approximately 
one-half million pounds of butter a 
year beside considerable quantities of 
special cheeses of the Swiss, Roque- 
fort, Camembert, and Cottage types. 
In addition to these products, con- 
densed skim milk and casein are man- 
ufactured by the most scientific meth- 
ods. 

The creamery has made an outlet 
for dairy products at profitable prices 
and has especially developed the idea 
of the utilization of surplus milk and 
by-products such as skim milk, ete. 
The various smaller booths surround- 
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ing this exhibit will show the products 
made by this creamery and methods 
used in the manufacture. Special at 
tention will be given to the manufac- 
ture of Swiss cheese under methods 
developed by the Dairy Division. A 
small factory will be in operation mak 
ing Swiss cheese daily, and showing 
the method of propagating proper cul 
tures and correct methods of curing 
Swiss cheese. 

More economical milk production 
through herd betterment will be de 
veloped by means of exhibits showing 
the operation of cow-testing and bull 
associations, and community work 
which may be done to eradicate ani- 
mal diseases. Special attention will 
be paid to the campaign conducted by 
the Department for better sires in the 
improvement of live-stock. These herd 
exhibits will be illustrated by charts 
and models, and live animals will be 
used to illustrate the results obtained. 
A special booth will be devoted to the 
work done by the Department on ani- 
mal nutrition. Here, explanation will 
be made of experimental work con 
ducted by the Department to show 
the mineral requirements in cattle 
feed to induce maximum milk pro 
duction. 

Representatives of the Grove City 
Bank will be on hand to tell country 
bankers and farmers the part that the 
community bank may play in the de- 
velopment of a dairy community. Other 
exhibits will show how campaigns 
may be conducted to inform con- 
sumers concerning the food value and 
proper use of dairy products. This 
exhibit will contain educational mater- 
ial along this line, consisting of charts, 
pictures and animated models. Spec- 
ial attention will be paid to the diet 
of all school children and other chil- 
dren and model meals will be demon 
strated. 

Up-to-date charts will be shown, 
giving a bird’s-eye-view of dairy sta- 
tistics. These will show the produc- 
tion, manufacture, export and import, 
and consumption of dairy products. 
Actual exhibits will be made of the 
amount of butter and cheese con- 
sumed per capita in various countries 
of the world. 

The Bureau of Markets will again 
have an interesting exhibit showing 
the market inspection of butter, the 
market news service, and other meth- 
ods by which dairy products may be 
advantageously marketed. The _ Bu- 
reau of Piant Industry will also have 
a display which will illustrate desir- 
able practices in cropping as related 
to the dairy industry.

ANOTHER KANSAS HOLSTEIN 
COMMUNITY STARTED 


The startof another Holstein cen;jer 
in Kansas has been made. It wil! he 
located in Cowley county, near Arkan- 
sas City, a community in which dairy- 
ing has not heretofore been developed 
to any great extent. 

This has been a beef cattle and siiall 
grain growing section. But farmers 
recently have become convinced that 
in dairy cattle they have an opportun 
ity not only to increase the returns 
from their farming operations but 
also to build up the soil which has be 
come somewhat depleted by ind 
usage without fertilizer. 

For these reasons bankers and farm- 
ers here decided to build up a dairy 
community. Holsteins, the famous 
black and white milk producers, were 
the unanimous choice of those inter- 
ested in the movement. This breed 
has of late years won state-wide rec- 
ognition in Kansas and it is now ona 
firm foundation. There are a number 
of Holstein dairy communities in the 
state and more are being formed each 
vear. 

The Arkansas City Holstein club 
was underwritten by six’ bankers: 
They furnished the money to _ pur- 
chase seventy-four purebred 2-year-old 
heifers for distribution among. the 
farmers. The heifers were bought 
through W. J. O’Brien of Tonganoxie, 
Kan., breeder and auctioneer, and they 
came from some of the best Holstein 
herds in Northern Ohio. 

Prices paid for the cattle made it 
possible to distribute them among the 
local buyers at from $220 to $260 a 
head. In addition to financing the en- 
tire purchase the bankers also ar- 
ranged to make loans to individual 
farmers at a nominal rate of interest, 
for the purchase of one or more of 
these heifers. This enabled some 
farmers to get a purebred heifer that 
they otherwise would have been un- 
able to purchase. 

After considerable delay, due to the 
tieup in freight traffic, the cattle ar- 
rived in Arkansas City and were di- 
vided into classes. After the class- 
ification was made the farmers were 
given an Opportunity to look over the 
animals and decide whether to accept 
or reject the shipment. They voted 
unanimously to accept the herd. Then 
the drawing for the distribution of the 
heifers was held.

ot the executive committee of the 
American Farm Bureau federation 
recently. It was declared that the 


farmers pay from 60 to 65 per cent of 
the freight revenue received by the 
roads and that the passenger service 
should bear an equal raise in rates.

To advertise milk, the Wisconsin 
Dairy Council is asking all creameries, 
cheese factories, ice cream plants, 
milk distributors and condensaries for 
one cent for each 100 pounds of but- 
ter fat received in 1919. Farmers and 
breeders are asked to contribute 10 
cents per cow or a membership fee of 
$l.a year. In addition, manufacturers 
of dairy equipment machinery and 
supplies will pay one hundredth of one 
per cent of the business they do an- 
nually in the state. Feed manufactur- 
ers will likely come in on the same 
basis. Minnesota conducted a cam- 
paign more than a year ago in its twin 
cities, consisting of lectures, domestic 
science courses and special movie 
films showing the value of milk and 
its products in the daily diet. 4000 
recipe books have also been distri- 
buted among housewives and 5000 
posters entitled, “Are you patronizing 
your own industry by using butter 
and cheese?” have been placed in 
creameries and cheese factories and 
a series of 10,000 colored butter post- 


ers have been hung in stores’ and 
restaurants. At the present time in 
Minnesota, 10 to 15 per cent of the 


money raised by the counties for the 
state dairy council is being used for 
advertising purposes in the respect- 
ive county papers. In Iowa still a third 
plan has been adopted, the creameries 
and centralizers paying one-eighth of a 
cent for each pound of butter fat they 
handle, the ice cream manufacturers 
one-eighth of a cent for each gallon 
they handle and the milk dealers and 
producers one-eighth of a cent for 
each 100 pounds of milk they sell. All 


other organizations are asked to con- 
tribute voluntarily. Following is the 
program suggested by the National 


Dairy Council: For dairy farmers they 
have agreed that 35 cents per cow is 
fair; creameries to be assessed at the 
rate of one dollar for 1000 pounds of 
butter manufactured; ice cream manu- 
lacturers two dollars per gallon of ice 
cream; condensaries and powdered
